He never 
sassed his parents. He comes from 
the finest families of West Vir- 
ginia." 


Slight of build and her eyes grave 
behind steel-rimmed spectacles, she 
sat in white sun-bonnet and flow- 
ered print house dress in the trim 
living room of her grey cottage. 
Moss roses glowed red, yellow and 
green in a stone-bounded bed on 
the front lawn.

Campbell, Former Head 
of Shiaet & Tube, Dies 


at Youngstown. 


YOUNGSTOWN, O. Sept. 21 — 


(JP)—James A. Campbell. 79, chair- 
man emeritus of the Youngstown 
Sheet & Tube Co. and a leader in 
the proxy battle over the proposed 
billion dollar 
merger 
with 
the 
Bethlehem Steel Co, 
died 
last 
night at his home of a heart at- 
tack. 
He stepped into the forefront of 
one of the bitterest court battles in 
the annals of American business 
when he activity championed the 
proposal to merge Sheet & Tube, 
third largest steel concern in the 
United States, of which he then 
was president and chairman, with 
Bethlehem. 
The merger was 
blocked when 
Cyrus S Eaton of Cleveland, whose 
financial empire since has dwin- 
dled, and other stockholders spent 
nearly a million dollars in the le- 
gal battle against it. Eaton, then 
the largest single stockholder in 
the $300,000,000 Sheet & Tube com- 
pany, claimed he had not been 
consulted concerning the merger, 
which was favored by officials of 
3oth companies.

from active business in February 
1932,

Coleman Creates Stir. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 21—W 


—A stir was created at the opening 
of the Charles F. Urschel kidnaping 
trial here today as Fred Coleman, 
son of T. M. Coleman, on 
whose 


Stratford, Okla., farm the govern. 
ment contends the plot was hatched, 
tried ineffectually to make a speech. 


Coleman, about 35 years old, was 


hustled downstairs quickly to be 
questioned by officers. 
He walked Into the room as court 
opened, 
pulling his 72-year-old 


father in behind him. 
"Judge may I speak for about 


five minutes?" he asked, raising a 
hand as in school. 
"I object to permitting this man 
to say anything before this jury," 
quickly said Herbert K. Hyde, dis- 
trict attorney.

Vaught. He changed his mind, 
however, and before Coleman could 
speak further ordered officers to 
take him out. 
"It's the most important thing I 


could say in this world," Coleman 
declared as he was being taken from 
the room. 
He had been called as a govern- 


ment witness, but had not been 
placed on the stand. 
Mail Carrier Called. 


Hyde proceeded to call his first 


witness, W. U. Harris, rural mail 
earner of Paradise, Tex., the home of 
R. G. Shannon, his wife and then- 
son, Armon Shannon three of the 
defendants in the kidnap conspiracy 
case. Harris told that the Shan- 
nons were Interested in Fort Worth 
newspapers telling of the abduc- 
tion at the time Urschel was held 
captive on their farm in Wise 
county. 
Urschel previously had 
testified 
that his actual kidnapers, whom he 
identified as the missing Kelly and 
Albert Bates, read the headlines and 
parts of the stories of the kidnaping 
to him while he lay fettered and 
blindfolded in a shack on the Shan- 
non farm. 
Gus T. Jones, agent In charge of 


the U. S. bureau of investigation at 
San Antonio, was called as a wit- 
ness and detailed the raid on the 
Shannon farm where Bailey was 
captured and which Urschel identi- 
fied as the place he was held pris- 
oner.

Nebraska Will Get Major 


Share, Expected to 


Be 2,490 Jobs. 


Jobs on Missouri river navigation 


work from Sioux City to Rulo are 
to be divided on a 60 and 40 basis, 
roughly 
speaking:, 
between 
Ne- 
braska and Iowa, with the major 
share coming to this state, under a 
tentative agreement reached Wed- 
nesday at Council Bluffs between 
Employment Director George Hodge 
of this state and Director Hans 
Pfund of Iowa. 
Some variation from this ratio 
will be allowed at Omaha and Coun- 
cil Bluffs, where the number of un- 
employed on the Nebraska side will 
entitle the former city to three 
times as many jobs as the latter. 
At Sioux City. la., and South Sioux 
City, Neb. the situation will be re- 
versed, although several hundred 
unemployed live on the Nebraska 
side who ordinarily work in the 
Iowa city. 
Altogether, it is expected that 2,- 
490 Nebraska men will be furnished 
work on river projects, and 1.88C 
from Iowa. These will be divided 
among the various counties along 
the river, according to their unem- 
ployed populations. No allotment 
among the counties has yet been 
made. 
About 75 men have been hired 
this week, Mr. Hodge learns, a» 
Omaha and Nebraska City to start 
the channel operations at' those 
places. The Omaha office also re- 
ports that about 35 men are being 
placed daily in jobs other than river 
navigation work. 
J. Ed C. Fisher writes from Be- 
atrice that a local project is being 
undertaken there jointly by the city 
and county, in the improvement of 
1% miles of driveway along the Blue 
river inside the municipal limits. 
This will provide jobs at hand labor 
for 75 to 100 men, he says.

"This is designed to 
be a complete 
account of Mr. 
Bryan's life and was written when 
I became provoked at the gross 
libels appearing in certain other 
biographies of Mr. Bryan which 
have been written," he stated. Wil- 
liams wrote a shorter account of 
Bryan's life about ten years ago. 
"It is more important to know 
what the NRA is not than what it 
is," the assistant attorney general 
said in his luncheon address. "It is 
not an economic dictatorship and it 
is not a subversion of the constitu- 
tion." 
The national 
recovery program 
cannot be judged by the obstacles in 
its prith, Williams declared. No great 
American accomplishment 
of the 
past is judged by the difficulties it 
faced, he pointed out. 
The NRA must be viewed in the 
light of its origin, three and one- 
half years of the most terrible de- 
pression America has ever known, 
Mr Williams said. "In the light of 
that origin, I lay down the following 
propositions and challenge anyone 
tontradictthem: 
« . * . . » . . 
"Only Franklin Roosevelt had a 
remedy for the depression. 
The 
only other-suggestion offered was to 
let the depression work itself out. 
The trouble with that is that starva- 
tion is too personal a matter. The 
remedy of the NRA is working. Con- 
ditions are fitting better all over 
the country. There is no question 
about that." 
Mr Williams lauded his cruel, 
President Roosevelt, both for his ac- 
tion in the banking crisis and for 
his leadership in the economic re- 
covery program.

APPRECIATING THE TASK. 
T 


HOSE'in charge of the' Community Chest cam- 


paign in Lincoln frankly admit that what they 


fear most is the general tendency to underestimate 
the task ahead of the community during the com- 
ing winter months. 


There is a substantial foundation for this appre- 


hension. Lincoln has been particularly fortunate. 
People here have gone through trying and painful 
experiences, but the percentage of those so afflicted 
is not so large as in most cities of the United States. 
Unemployment here, serious as it is, involving the 
heads of nearly 1,300 families, and affecting, more 
than 4,100 men, women, and children, is not nearly 
so bad as it is in cities of similar population where 
people are dependent upon industrial activity. 


There has been one glamorous note in this de- 


pression. The harder a community is hit, the more 
it seems to stir human sympathy and humanitarian 
instincts. The greater the suffering, the more it has 
opened the purse strings of those in a position to 
share their goods with others. In Lincoln, there 
have been few of those distressing developments 
which have brought entire cities to their knees and 
which have leveled all classes and all groups. 


But we have a total of 1,876 families in this com- 


munity, who either are unable to find work or who 
are physically unable to work, due to advanced age 
or to ailments whic deprive them of activity. The 
time now is approaching when there will be a sus- 
pension of outside work. Men engaged in 
those 


trades will be idle. And these people must be fed. 
They must not only be fed, but they must be clothed 
and they must be provided with shelter and fuel and 
it is the responsibility of the able-bodied, physical- 
ly Jit, who possess both jobs and income to see that 
they are cared for. Failing in this, the people of 
Lincoln will discover to then* deep regret that they 
were indifferent and blind to the definite respon- 
sibility resting upon them. 


It should be recognized that with but a single ex- 


ception, the unfortunate victims of economic condi- 
tions have borne then- hardships with a remarkable 
spirit of patience and faith! We hear today very 
frequently that people do not want to work; that 
they would prefer to live upon charity, rather than 
to earn an honest living. There may be a few to 
whom this statement may apply, but it is very few. 
The hundreds who have been compelled to accept 
charity have done so reluctantly and only as a last 
resort. The great mass of them would prefer to 
work, to stand upon their own feet, and in the great 
majority of cases for the first time in their lives, they 
have found it impossible to manage their own desti- 
ny. The man or the woman who falls back upon the 
excuse that he or she will not give because people 
prefer to live by charity instead of by work merely 
is resorting; to subterfuge in an endeavor to soothe 
the conscience. 


Those people in want in Lincoln deserve to be 


supplied with food and shelter. There is a grave 
danger that the public will reason that the emer- 
gency has passed or that conditions are improving 
to such an extent that help will not be needed to 
the same degree required a year ago. The records 
do not support it. The month of August just closed 
placed the greatest burden on the county fund since 
the 1929 collapse. Over $30,000 was required for re- 
lief In Lancaster county in that thirty-day period. 
That is $20,000 in excess of the average monthly fund 
which will be available through the county agency 
during the next twelve months, with the board levy- 
Ing the maximum amount allowed by law. Where 
are these additional funds required to come from? 
They can come from but one source and that is the 
Community Chest. Upon it must fall the burden of 
co-ordinating and aiding in the problem of relief 
and in the maintenance of character building insti- 
tutions which simply cannot be sacrificed. 


We urge the people of Lincoln to give generous 


and careful consideration to the plea for contribu- 
tions to the Lincoln Community Chest. It has a 
definite role cut out for it when cold and snow ar- 
rive. It must minister to thoSe who have endured 
patiently much suffering and still must undergo 
more. There must be adequate appreciation of the 
task ahead. Suppose we fail! 
suppose the funds 


necessary to keep people from starvation are not 
available! What then? In the ensuing days when 
workers call upon citizens of Lincoln for contribu- 
tions to the chest, let those asked to. give answer 
these questions.

She faced her first audience across the 
footlights in New York in 1883 in a play called "The 
Hoop of Gold." 


It took the Robson anniversary luncheon to bring 


out those fine friendships which exist between the- 
atrical people. Among the telegrams she received 
was one from her 
bosom friend, 
Marie Dressier, 


which read as follows: 


"The first fifty years are the hardest, May. After 


that, it's just a joke if you don't believe work Is the 
thing. There's no love between us, you old battle 
axe!" 


Then Miss Robson disclosed why she was in the 


films and how she got there. "After I'd been on the 
stage forty-six years," she told her admiring court, 
"I decided I was getting along, getting too old for 
one night stands. So one day I said to Marie 'I 
don't think I caji stand it any longer,' and she told 
me to come to Hollywood and she would put me in 
pictures.

Miss Robson has been the same delightful and

stands, entailing as they did the hardship of travel, 
brought infinite joy and pleasure to thousands of 
people. 


RAILROADING IMPROVES. 


fear that became widespread when the rail- 


way emergency act passed congress last June, 


based upon the belief that the country was headed 
for government ownership of the transportation lines, 
has been dissipated largely. Administrator Eastman 
is responsible for it. So far, his work has been 
marked by so much common sense, so much thor- 
ough business understanding, that it represents one 
of the high points in achievement. 


Mr. Eastman has not attempted to dictate how the 


transportation companies shall operate. On the con- 
trary, he has encouraged suggestions for change by 
the men actually engaged in their operation, and he 
has been seeking information as to operating meth- 
ods as well as traffic schedules. It is apparent what 
he is attempting to do. He is endeavoring to stimu- 
late railroad initiative, so that the carriers will go 
out after the business which has been dropping 
away from them slowly for years. 


That a great many railroad men have felt the 


transportation lines should be more aggressive has 
been common knowledge for some time. Instead of 
sitting back, permitting trucks and busses to capture 
freight and passenger business, scores of under exec- 
utives have wanted to go out with lower rates to re- 
claim the field. The Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion has presented the main stumbling block to this 
convincing the railroads they should merchandise the 
program. 
If Administrator Eastman 
succeeds in 


service they perform for the public, he will have fin- 
ished a very excellent job.

KANSAS ANSWERS THE CALL. 


»W«HE ultimate outcome of the campaign to reduce 
M wheat acreage depends in no small measure up- 
on the attitude of the farmers of Kansas. They hold 
the key to success or failure in the winter wheat 
belt. It was the wheat grower in Kansas who 
wrecked Alexander Legge's program for reduction. 
In Nebraska, while acreage was being cut 12 per 
cent In 1930. Kansas farmers Increased their plant- 
Ings approximately the same percentage, with the 
result that they harvested the greatest crop ever 
produced in any tingle state la the union. That 
year, the final estimate gave Kansas a crop equal 
to about a fourth of the nation's wheat requirements 
Jor the twelve months. 


It is encouraginc that a Kansas count; is the first 


to report to Washington that wheat growers have 
signed up 100 per cent a two-year agreement to re- 
duce acreage 15 per cent. Ford is one of the larg- 
est wheat producing counties In the Sunflower state, 
with aa average for the five year period of 5,767,000 
bushels annually. 


Throughout Kansas, then is a different spirit to- 


day than existed in 1990. It is due mainly to the 
disappointment resulting fro mthe enormous crop 
harvested two years ago. Wheat was piled all over 
the ground, particularly in the western counties, and 
yet it did no good- It caused heavier losses than if 
the farmers had not undertaken to plant so much 
land.

STATE GOVERNMENT CUTS EXPENSES. 


A 


T A time when private employers,. In accordance 


with the plans of the United States govern- 


ment to stimulate employment, have increased their 
payrolls to swell the national volume of purchasing 
power, the state government of Nebraska is spending 
considerably less than before. Governmental agencies 
do not come under the NBA, and the pressure from 
taxpayers for economy acts as a barrier on official 
co-operation of the states in this movement. 


How far retrenchment has gone in the govern- 


mental affairs of Nebraska may be gauged from the 
latest report of the state tax commissioner's office 
showing disbursements from new legislative appro- 
priations in the first two months of the current fis- 
cal biennium. which started July 1. 


Warrants drawn against all funds in the state 


treasury for these two months. July and August, 
came to a total of $2.509.000. in round numbers, the 
statement discloses. In the same two months of 1931, 
constituting a similar period in the preceding bienni- 
um. the expenditures aggregated $4,923,000, or almost 
double what they were this year. 


The biggest cut is found in the outlay for state 


highways and bridges, which is $1*394.000 this year, 
against $3.694.000 in 1931. This decrease of $2.300.- 
000 represents so much less work for Nebraska labor 
and sale for Nebraska materials due to the curtail- 
ment of roadbuilding activities. If the state and the 
federal government had been able to go ahead in 
1933 on the same scale as two years ago. it would 
have been a big help in meeting the unemployment 
problem. 


For maintenance of the state university and the 


four teachers' colleges there were paid out in July 
and August this year $604.000. where two years ago 
the payments under that heading came to $737.000. 
Here was another case of clamping down the lid on 
public employment, to the extent of $153jOOO. or 20 
per cent. 


In providing for support and upkeep of its 17 penal 


and charitable institutions, the state did better. It 
exended $197.000 this year, against $106.000 in the 
corresponding period of 1931. This Increase of $91,- 
000, however, did not reflect any gain la employ- 
ment, since the staffs of the institutions have not 
been enlarged. It is due largely to heavier outlay for 
food, clothing, and other supplies. 


One of the curious features of the comparison, 


which does not square with some of the claims put 
out ty the state administration, is an increase of 
SISjOOO in the disbursements of code departments— 
from $113,000 two years ago to $131,000 this year. 
Why this should be would seem to call for some ex- 
planation, particularly in view of the tact that dis- 
bursements of the constitutional executive depart- 
ments were orly $34.000 this year, against $56.000 In 
1931.

If .Roman discipline be aban- 


doned, how can the Christian world 
escape the necessity for a number 
of churenes, each founded upon a 
given interpretation of the Scrip- 
tures, and rach in principle consid- 
ering itself the unique and sole 
repository of Christian truth?

ANSWER. 


T suggest that the term "Roman 
discipline" is not exactly definitive 
of the Roman Catholic church. To 
be sure, she has a discipline, but it 
is of grace, not compulsion. Her 
members voluntarily submit to her 
rule, and are as free in themselves 
to reject it as Protestants are to re- 
ject theirs. Nor do the latter any 
longer regard themselves as''unique 
repositories" of Christian truth. On 
the contrary, there is an increasing 
tendency in nearly all branches of 
the Protestant faith and order to 
conceive their respective churches 
as. parts of one whol; dominated by 
a common life and a universal Lord. 
The high doctrinal fences which 
formerly spread over the religious 
landscape arc not as numerous as 
they were, and some which still re- 


main are rather shaky. Federation 
has arrived and union is in the air. 
Concerted action is not restrained 
by disputing creedalists as it once 
was. Nothing has been more cred- 
itable to the Reformed Churches 
than their determination to reinte- 
grate the Christian forces they em- 
body. A much kindlier feeling like- 
wise obtains between the historic 
divisions of ecclesiastical Christen- 
dom. 
As probably you know, it is my 
earnest desire that still closer one- 
ness and a more vital unity of 
action shall be gained. Yet I realize, 
as doubtless you do, that these 
blessings must not be arbitrarily 
won. Even unity can be purchased 
at too great a price. It has to come 
from the rank and file of Christian 
believers, led by the Spirit of the 
Living God into a fellowship of 
heart and mind. Certainly He will 
not lead the churches through co- 
ercive methods to that great goal, 
any more than into the bog of uni- 
formity. 
No human being can compel men 
and 
women to believe religious 
truths, and God does not purpose 
doing so. Belief, like love, is spon- 
taneous and free. I should say that 
your conclusion is contradicted by 
our actual experience, and that to- 
dav the churches are gradually 
drifting together, and not apart.

Thev certainly do no harm if any- 
one wants to try them. like many 
treatments that work in self-limit-
